“HE NEVER HAD A CHANCE” 


HEN breeders go to appraise a stallion 

which has been in service for some years 
they look at him through a strange bifocal lens 
which enables them to suit the appraisal to the 
situation. If the horse has succeeded eminently, 
he is a good sire, possibly a great sire. If he has 
failed miserably, he hasn't had a chance. The 
mares with which he has been mated are scarcely 
taken into account unless the stallion has been a 
failure, and then they are asked to shoulder the 
entire blame. Few stallions are given credit for 
having failed on their own account. 

I have no desire to change the human nature 
which makes possible such a psychological phe- 
nomenon. But I suspect that, if one could sum- 
mon enough facts to get at the bottom of the 
matter, he would come to a conclusion which is 
just the reverse of that which enables one to be- 
lieve that if a stallion fails it is not his fault. 


I should say that if a stallion, after several’ 


seasons in the stud with a fair-sized book each 
year, is still a failure, it is the stallion which is 
at fault, regardless of his “opportunities” in the 
way of matings with mares of class. 

There are several phases to this generaliza- 
tion. If the horse has been bred to nothing but 
bad mares and has sired nothing but bad horses, 
he should be condemned for not having been 
dominant enough, with respect to good charac- 
teristics, to get foals which would be an improve- 
ment over their dams. If he has been bred to bad 
mares and has produced a fair percentage of 
horses which are better than their dams, he 
should be given credit for the improvement. If 
he has been bred to good mares and has produced 
only bad horses, he alone should bear the blame, 
for he must have contributed the weak charac- 
teristics which prevented the strong characteris- 
tics of the mares from asserting themselves. If 
he has been bred to good mares and has sired 
good horses, he should share the credit with the 
dams of the good horses. That is obvious. 

I am not attempting to prove that, if a horse 
fails to get good horses from bad mares, he will 
not get better horses from good mares. That 
would be absurd. I am simply pointing out that 
if he gets bad horses from bad mares and better 
horses from good mares, the credit for the good 
horses must go principally to the good mares. 

With respect to the above principle, breeders 
of cattle are far ahead of breeders of Thorough- 
bred horses. Cattle breeders, in making their 
judgment of a bull, compare the production rec- 
ords of his daughters with the production records 
of their dams. If the daughters are uniformly 
better than their dams, then the bull has proved 
his worth. In a recent issue of the Journal of 
Heredity I noted an article called “A Dairy Sire 
Progeny Test,” by B. L. Warwick and O. C. 
Copeland, of the Texas Agricultural and Experi- 
ment Station. The authors suggested that the 
quickest and most certain method of finding the 
measure of a bull as a progenitor is “the use of 
low-producing females as tester dams.” They 
had extensive figures and facts to support their 
contention, but the detail of them would require 
too much space and too much of the technical 
terminology of genetics. Their conclusion, how- 
ever, was: 

“Progeny tests using either a random sample 
of dams or high-producing dams, require many 
times as many progeny to give the same informa- 
tion as do tests using poor producers as dams.”

That is to say, the results of a few matings 
with poor dams reveal as much concerning the 
sire as would the results of many matings with 
moderate or good dams. 

It is indeed an acid test to ask a stallion to 
produce good stock from poor dams. It is also 
an expensive test, and one which is not likely to 
be applied in the case of a high-class horse just 
retiring from racing. Before a stallion has 
progeny on the race track to represent him, the 
only indication of his success or failure as a sire 
lies in his pedigree and his performances. These 
should be accepted only in the absence of the 
progeny test, and should be virtually abandoned, 
as a basis of judgment, as soon as the stallion 
has a fair number of his get on the race tracks, 
say two or three crops of foals. (John E. Mad- 
den, I am told, used to say that unless a stallion 
sired a good horse in his first two years in the 
stud he would never sire a good horse. There 
would be exceptions, of course, to such a generali- 
zation, but, as a conclusion drawn from Mr. Mad- 
den’s wide experience, it is a corroboration of the 
general theme of this article.) 

It would be out of the question for a breeder to 
consider deliberately picking out bad mares as a 
test for his stallion; time and money are consid- 
erations which forbid such a procedure. But when 
such a test of a horse has been made in the 
natural course of things, the breeder ought not 
to shut his eyes to the results. 

The obvious example is Wise Counsellor. Here 
was a horse whose pedigree and whose lack of 
stamina justified only moderate opportunities in 
the stud. The opportunities he got were much 
worse than moderate. His mates, virtually with- 
out exception, were far below the average, up to 
and including the breeding season of 1933. Yet 
there has been a steady succession of good win- 
ners sired by Wise Counsellor, and this year he 
has 18 2-year-old winners to his credit. I doubt 
whether there is another stallion in America with 
as high a percentage of winners (69 per cent) 
over as large a spread (96 registered foals in six 
seasons). Wise Counsellor has survived the acid 
test because he is dominant for a set of charac- 
teristics which make for speed and the ability to 
win races. He has so proved his merit that in 
1934 he was bred to a number of mares far su- 
perior to anything which had been sent to him 
previously. I have no hesitancy in predicting that 
in 1937, barring an accumulation of ill luck, Wise 
Counsellor will be represented by his best crop 
of 2-year-olds to that date. 

There have been other examples of the same 
sort in American breeding, but my education is 
still in the kindergarten stage and I could scarce- 
ly undertake to list the outstanding ones. I 
understand, however, that Longfellow’s success 
was made in the face of just such disadvantages 
as Wise Counsellor had. Hanover was a sire 
whose record was better than his opportunities 
promised. Fair Play and Black Toney are nota- 
ble examples of stallions which had to fight uphill 
battles, though I would certainly not undertake 
to prove that their opportunities were as poor as 
those of Wise Counsellor. There are, on the other 
hand, instances of horses which failed in one 
community and later flourished in another, but I 
do not know of any horse with such a history 
whose blood was proved by later generations of

The cut of Brookmeade'’s homebred star on the front 
page of last week's issue of THrE BLoop-Horse does 
credit to a widely circulated publication such as yours, 
but pardon, if you please, the suggestion that Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Cleves Sloane’s Brookmeade Farm be 
credited to Virginia instead of Maryland. There lives 
Brooms, from whose loins came the grand-looking year- 
ling that you feature. Brookmeade is a show place in 
the great breeding and hunting country of Northern 
Virginia, the playground of a hundred millionaire 


sportsmen and sportswomen. Near Brookmeade is 
Llangollen, Thoroughbred nursery of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Hay Whitney,. from whose well filled coffers 


wealth has been lavished in appointments, and there 
travelers from afar wonder over scenes that charm the 
human eye. 

After having re-read the foregoing, we have 
lost some of our chagrin in the thought that if 
we had not printed Maryland instead of Virginia 
under the picture of Brooms’ son on the front 
page last week, THE BLOOD-HORSE readers would 
not have had the chance to peruse these lines and 
these further lines from Mr. Carter's facile pen: 

Ask your associate editor, Mr. Estes, pedigree expert 
extraordinary, if the Fair Play line of present-day 
fame, should not dominate in the *Australian, *Bonnie 
Scotland and *Eclipse dynasties of bygone years. *Aus- 
tralian begat Ivy Leaf, dam of Bramble, he the top 
sheaf in the *Bonnie Scotland line. My old mentor, O. P. 
Hare, who owned and ran the New Market course at 
Petersburg, from 1834 to 1860, was keen on the *Austra- 
lian and *Bonnie Scotland tribes, but he, like Major 
Thomas W. Doswell, of the Bullfield Stud, Hanover 
Junction, Va., who bred and raced Planet, Titan of his 
day, regarded with slight favor the Alarm (son of 
*Eclipse) tribe, looking upon the line as one of sprint- 
ers, albeit he sent his favorite broodmare, the illustrious 
stud matron, Nina, daughter of Boston and dam of 
Planet, to the court of Orlando’s famous son. Ecliptic 
resulted from the union. She won and nursed winners, 


and to her traces Ballyhoo Bey, victor in the Futurity

of 1900. Incidentally, Algerine, son of Abd-El-Kader, 
won the Belmont Stakes of 1876, flashing the all yellow 
jacket and cap of the Doswells. Planet was the first- 
born of Nina and Algerine, next to the last of her brood, 
15 all told. Algerine sired Margerine, dam of The Com- 
moner, to which traces *Epinard, the famous French- 
man; Orby, an Epsom Derby victor, and Rhodora, vic- 
tress in the One Thousand, Dewhurst Plate and other 
stakes. Abd-El-Kader's dam was Rescue, by Berthune, 
son of Sidi Hamet and Susette, she by Aratus out of 
Jenny Cockracy, by Potomac. All of this is Turf his- 
tory, repeated by sages and wise men of a century past, 
but I am requested by an old-timer, with a flair for an- 
cient history, to give date and place of Potomac’s 
death, which I do not find recorded in the Stud Book, 
likewise in other works available. If these lines catch 
the eyes of John O'Connor he may be able to supply 
the information, for the sage of Schuylerville has a 
wonderful library and a keen brain functions in his 
wise old head. 

We hope Mr. O'Connor, or some other reader of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, will be able to supply the in- 
formation about Potomac’s death. It is not among 
the subjects indexed in THE BLOOD-HORSE library. 
Meanwhile, our thanks to Mr. Carter.

New Jersey Backset 


EW JERSEY has a State Racing Commission, 

and it had dog racing and was making 
preparation to have horse racing, but, last week 
at Jersey City, Chancellor Luther A. Campbell 
signed a decree that the recently enacted State 
law authorizing pari-mutuel betting is unconsti- 
tutional. Vice Chancellor Charles M. Egan had 
found that all betting is expressly forbidden by 
the New Jersey Constitution. Chancellor Camp- 
bell has ypheld Vice Chancellor Egan's finding 
and has forwarded copies of his decree to the 
State Racing Commission and to the operators of 
four dog tracks, one each at Atlantic City, Lin- 
den, Long Branch and Pennsauken. The Atlantic 
City and Pennsauken tracks voluntarily closed. 
The other two continued to operate. Three ticket 
sellers at Long Branch were arrested, admitted 
to bail and their cases referred to the grand jury. 
There was no interference at Linden, where the 
option system was used. Last October the Union 
County prosecuting attorney had presented the 
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subject to the grand jury which refused to return 
an indictment for violation of the anti-betting 
laws. 

Robert O’Brien, Secretary of the New Jersey 
State Racing Commission, in announcing that 
body’s decision to cease regulation of dog racing, 
stated that the Commission had this year collect- 
ed in commissions on pari-mutuel turnover at dog 
races and paid into the New Jersey State Treas- 
ury a total of $131,121.59, and that approximately 
$25,000 more would be collected and paid before 
the Commission closed its business with the dog 
track owners. 

There apparently remains nothing that can be 
done for the advancement of horse racing in New 
Jersey other than to secure an amendment to the 
State Constitution, about which it is likely that 
we shall hear more.

all the time that many horsemen have lost sight 
of the fundamentals and orderly procedure sym- 
bolized by the doughnut, and, in a spirit of com- 
munistic antagonism to constituted authority, are 
looking at the hole. 

The office of racing secretary is an important 
one. The position, if capably filled, entails a lot 
of hard work and research to meet the require- 
ments of all classes of horses and the require- 
ments of those who, by their financial support at 
the gate and in the speculation, maintain racing. 
The conditions for races are made public 10 days 
or more in advance of the date of running, and 
are a pledge of the association to the horsemen. 
Formerly they enabled a trainer to map out a 
plan of campaign, prepare certain horses for cer- 
tain races, with the almost positive assurance 
that such races would be run as scheduled. 

But that is a thing of the past. No longer may 
a trainer plan for a race for horses above the 
most ordinary platers, with any sort of guarantee 
that such races will be run as advertised. Horses

of good class are in the minority always. Now, 
with so many tracks in operation, they are well 
seattered and the racing programs largely are 
given over to platers. The little fellow in racing 
is not only king, but the law and the prophets 
as well. While many of this class are good sports- 
men and a credit to racing, a large number are 
constitutionally opposed to orderly routine, where 
there is a chance to defy it. The slogan of this 
gentry is extra races. 


The work of a racing secretary in preparing 
conditions for a meeting is practically a lost and 
useless art. The average plater owner will have 
none of it, at least very little of it. His only 
creed is an extra race—-to the dump with estab- 
lished order. It matters little if there is only a 
slight difference between the condition for the 
extra and the race regularly scheduled. His point 
is won for each extra race put on. Often he is at 
the entry office early suggesting conditions for 
extras. He assumes that the races carded will 
not fill and often does a bit of missionary work 
to their detriment. He is unhappy and does not 
consider his work for the day is done until extra 
races are announced. 

There is no reasonable excuse for this state of 
affairs, except the ruling spirit of the times to 
combat orderly procedure along all the lines of 
well regulated endeavors in business and life in 
general. The doughnut holds no interest for 
many who prefer to look through the hole and by 
some hocus-pocus upset the regular order. 

The entry of mechanics into racing is in a large 
measure to blame for the present condition and 
for the power wielded by a certain element of the

little fellows in the sport. 
came in the order went out, “No race with less 


than six entries.’ Speculation must be scat- 
tered, and races with smaller fields were no good 
for the purpose. Those in charge of the mechani- 
cal department became the mentors of the sport. 
The extra-race fiend had a friend at court. 

In looking over the racing records for the first 
two and a half decades of the current century, 
one will find many good races with but four or 
five starters, sometimes only three. But almost 
invariably the runners were horses of class, the 
races contests of merit, that gave tone and dig- 
nity to the oldest and most popular sport of the 
world. Also they were pleasing and satisfying 
to the patrons. 

But this being an age of progress—-progress 
with a big question mark, as far as racing goes- 
such sport is not countenanced. A handicap or 
condition race with four or five entries of class is 
thrown intp the discard and a cheap extra with 
eight or 10 beetles, which, in the language of the 
late Hughie Keogh, were

is substituted. 

If this represents progress, the sooner someone 
with the interest of the Turf at heart tosses a 
monkey wrench into the progressive machinery, 
the better it will be for racing and for the breed- 
ing industry. There is substance in the dough- 
nut, but those who only look at the hole, deserve 
lean pickings and it should be the work of racing 
authority to hasten the day when they get what 
they deserve.

EW ENGLAND racing continues remarkable 

for its voiume of attendance and speculation. 
Rockingham Park concluded its second full week 
with an average of approximately $300,000 daily 
wagered in the totalizer. Crowds of a bit over

to 12,000 on half-holidays, of which there are 
two a week, with Wednesdays still half-holidays 
in neighboring Lawrence. Lou Smith predicts

Cavalcade, suffering a quarter-crack that 
may keep him absent the rest of the year, lan- 
guished in his stall. Observant, it is said, had 
some excuse in that he came out of the race 
something the worse for wear. Too many derbys 
have sadly depleted the ranks for high grade 
1934 3-year-olds. Only Discovery is left, and 
while we know Cavalcade can lick the Vander- 
bilt colt, the latter deserves plenty of credit for 
being able to withstand the rigors of a cam- 
paign that has shunted all superiors to the side- 
lines. He could not outrun them, but he out- 
lasted them.

More About Claiming 


HE open claiming rule is none too popular 

with horsemen at Rockingham Park. Men 
who know little or nothing of horse flesh, and 
who lack in scruples, infest the stables and pad- 
dock “inspecting” prospective claims, much to 
the disgruntlement of seasoned horsemen. They 
seek only a quick turnover on their investments, 
taking a useful animal and peddling him for a 
profit.

May Sell Laurel Park? 

HE Laurel race track, one hears, is for sale, 

with Sylvester W. Labrot, Maryland owner- 
breeder-lumberman, among those interested in 
the proposition. Lou Smith was some time back 
attempting to acquire Empire City, a steady 
money-maker, from the James Butler heirs, but 
that track was too involved to make its sale 
possible. Laurel Park would appear among the 
best buys of Maryland tracks, which undeniably 
are suffering from competition farther up the 
Atlantic Seaboard this season. Some have gone 
so far as to predict that Maryland racing, due 
to heavy taxation and keen competition, eventu- 
ally will “go to seed” as has the sport in Louisi- 
ana, where Colonel Bradley is proving, in the 
vernacular, that ‘the can take it.” 


Dark Secret a “Fall Horse”’ 

ARK SECRET, like the champion money 

gleaner, Sun Beau, is a “fall horse.” After 
indifferent efforts in the late spring and summer, 
the Wheatley Stable performer came into his 
own once more to duplicate his 1933 triumph in 
the mile and a half Manhattan Handicap, run- 
ning within two-fifths of Man o’ War’s record 
for the distance of 2:291; at Belmont Park. This 
is the second cup success this year of the Flying 
Ebony horse to this writing, as he previously 
whipped several stablemates for the Saratoga 
Cup. If he has not added a second Jockey Club 
Gold Cup to his score by the time this reaches 
you, a lot of smart horsemen will have been dis- 
appointed. [He won and died.--Ed.]

NEW YORK 


BELMONT PARK CLOSES 


ITH the last week-end racing in New York 

moved from Belmont Park to Aqueduct. 
Closing day at the Belmont Park track found 
about 15,000 assembled to witness the running 
of the three stakes events on the card, despite 
cold rain and a muddy track. An _ unexpected 
development in the 2-year-old field was the 
victory of J. E. Widener’s Chance Sun in the 
Futurity. The son of Chance Shot likes muddy 
going, as he proved in winning the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, and he was fortunate 
in escaping crowding at the start. Another sur- 
prise came in the Grand National Steeplechase, 
when *Canandaigua, undefeated in his last pre- 
vious six starts, found the top weight of 163 
pounds too great, and was beaten. The winner 
was Battleship, 7-year-old son of Man o’ War. 
The third stakes event, the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, cost the Turf one of its best distance racers 
when Dark Secret, after crossing the finish line 
a head in front of Faireno, snapped a leg and 
was destroyed. 

The admission price reduction which was made 
at Belmont Park was successful in increasing 
attendance. When the cut from $2.50 to $2, tax 
included, was announced, the New York State 
Racing Commission announced that reduction at 
other tracks would depend on whether the Bel- 
mont Park meeting showed better attendance. 
Saturday, September 15, it was decided to con- 
tinue the low-priced admissions at Aqueduct, 
Jamaica and Empire City. 

Chief of the three stakes offered at Aqueduct 
during opening week is the mile and a sixteenth 
Aqueduct Handicap, with $3,000 added, to be 
run September 22. Indian Runner, Good Advice, 
Watch Him, Kievex and Roustabout are among 
the expected starters. 


DEATH OF F. H. VON STADE 


Frederick H. von Stade, vice-president of the 
Saratoga Association for the Improvement of the 
Breed of Horses and a member of the Association 
since its organization, died September 8 at his 
summer home in Saratoga Springs. Mr. von Stade 
was an importer of raw materials. He was the 
father of F. Skiddy von Stade, prominent in polo 
circles and vice-chairman for the East of the 
United States Polo Association. 


SOUND ADVICE WINS NURSERY STAKES 
When four Futurity eligibles went to post 
among the eight starters in the Nursery Handi- 
cap ($1,500 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs, 
Widener Course) at Belmont Park September 11, 
chances of other members of the field were dis- 
regarded. Running of the race, however, was 
dorfrinated by Miss Barbara West’s Sound Advice 
(116), a colt with only a victory in a maiden 
race to show for his four previous starts. Public 
favor was shared by H. W. Maxwell’s Tangerloo 
(115) and the Belair Stud Stable’s entry of Vicar- 
ess (118) and Gallant Prince (110). Lee Hum- 
phries had Vicaress away first and held the Fly- 
ing Ebony filly in front almost to the final fur- 
long, but Johnny Gilbert drove Sound Advice 
through on the rail as the field entered the 
stretch, and the colt drew out to hold a three- 
length lead at the finish. The Belair entry placed 
second and third as Gallant Prince recovered 
from a slow start to take third place from G. D. 
Widener’s Go Quick, a length and a half behind 
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Vicaress. Tangerloo, showing little of the form 
in which she won the first and second events of 
the Consolation Stakes, was fifth, followed by 
Sailor Beware (117), Dasher (114) and Conte 
(112). Time, 1:11%5, track fast. Stakes division, 
$2,445, $250, $125.

(all sisters to Wise Mother), Brown Trout, Inez 
K., Crooning, Yaller Gal, The Crane and Jane 
Boggess. She is sister to Wise Mason and Ethel 
Mason, half-sister to McChesney (stakes winner 
of 29 races), First Mason, McKittredge, Gas Jet 
(also producer), La Soeur and Wolly Mason and 
the producer Josie Cohan, dam of six winners. 


COEQUEL’S STAKES SUCCESS 


Maemere Farm Stable’s grey daughter of *Cot- 
logomor, Coequel (3-y-o, 106), made every post 
of the Ladies’ Handicap ($2,500 added, all ages, 
fillies and mares, one mile) a winning one at Bel- 
mont Park September 13. Only four fillies faced 
the starter for this event, with Slapdash (3-y-o, 
114) and Fleam (3-y-o, 118), both trained by Jim 
Fitzsimmons, coupled as the Wheatley Stable and 
Belair Stud entry. This combination proved the 
favorite at odds-on figures, but could do no better 
than take third and fourth places. Litzenberger 
rushed Coequel to the front at once and rated the 
filly cleverly. Slapdash offered a determined chal- 
lenge in the stretch but was shaken off, then fell 
back as the resolute finish of W. R. Coe’s Black 
Queen (105) captured second place, a half-length 
behind the leader, two lengths in front of Slap- 
dash. Fleam could never reach contention. Time, 
12336, :4646, 1:1115, 1:37%, track fast. Stakes 
division, $2,030, $500, $250.

She is the first stakes winner for her 
sire, and is from the first of his two crops of 
foals to reach the Turf. *Sequel, purchased in 
England for 76 guineas (about $400), was im- 
ported in 1922, and won at two, three, four and 
five. Coequel is her first winner. Glandavedogue 
won and is also dam of the winners Little Clifter 


(in England) and Hurry Up (in France). Merry 
June is dam of the winners Ravensmead, Cros- 
shea. 


BATTLESHIP’S GRAND NATIONAL 


The thirty-fourth running of the Grand Na- 
tional Steeplechase Handicap ($6,000 added, 4- 
year-olds and up, about 3 miles) at Belmont Park 
September 15 brought out six entries. The race, 
the most important steeplechase event in Ameri- 
can racing, went to Mrs. T. H. Somerville’s 
Battleship (147), which outlasted J. E. Widener’s 
10-year-old Arc Light (146) to win by a length 
and a half. Battleship, ridden by Mr. C. K. 
Bassett, followed the early pace of Wrackon 
(13212), went into the lead as the latter tired. 
Jockey A. Bauman took Arc Light to the front 
at the nineteenth jump, but was carried wide by 
Battleship through the closing eighth. Third, five 
lengths back of Arc Light, was Mrs. J. H. Whit- 
ney’s Rocky Run (142), with the favorite, *Can- 
andaigua, burdened with 163 pounds, in fourth 
place. Wrackon and Ridian (141) completed the 
field. After the race Bauman lodged a claim of 
foul against the winner, but it was not allowed, 
and Bauman was fined $25 for making a frivo- 
lous claim. Time, 6:0645, track muddy. Stakes 
division, $5,900, $1,000, $500.

CHANCE SUN’S FUTURITY 

When Joseph E. Widener pushed through to 
completion the plans for the Belmont Park 
straightaway course which bears his name the 
thought uppermost in his mind was that races 
run down this chute would be free from the 
crowding which mars many American races as 
the horses scramble for position on the turns. He 
built the track straight and exceptionally wide, 
so that it might never be said that any starter 
had insufficient room. All that a horse had to do 
was to move straight ahead and there would be 
no necessity for interference. 

It was a most laudable idea which Mr. Widener 
had, but in practice the Widener Course has dis- 
tinguished itself in exactly the opposite direction. 
American horses are taught to run fast, but there 
are many of them which are never taught to run 
straight. The consequence is that whenever a 
large field goes to the post for a race down the 
Widener Course the racing public has come to 
expect that there will be some _ interference. 


America’s richest race, the Futurity, is run down 
the Widener Course, and since it usually attracts 
a large field of 2-year-olds, the interference haz-

important enough to ruin the chances of the two 
colts which received the heaviest backing and 
which, on earlier form, were decidedly better than 
the others in the race. These two, Psychic Bid 
and Balladier, were in adjoining stalls in the 
midst of the field. When the break came it was 
immediately succeeded by a jam. Psychic Bid 
received such a slamming that he almost fell, and 
in an instant he had lost all chance of victory. 
Balladier was caught in the midst of a crowded 
mass of horses and forced back until he was last 
in the field of 14. Psychic Bid gave up the battle, 
but Balladier, under Donald Meade’s encourage- 
ment, made a remarkable effort in the first quar- 
ter-mile. Last at the start, he found clear sail- 
ing, and by the time two furlongs had been 
covered he was in a virtual tie with Rosemont 
and Chance Sun for first place. Balladier was no 
super-horse, and if he had been he might have 
found a worthy opponent in Chance Sun, for that 
son of Chance Shot turned in a race which would 
have taxed the powers of a great racer. He stood 
off the challenges of Rosemont, which soon tired; 
of Balladier, weakened by his early effort; and 
finally of the Greentree Stable’s Plat Eye, and at 
the end was four lengths in front and going away. 
Plat Eye, apparently a sprinter, weakened at the 
end and allowed Balladier to replace him in sec- 
ond position. Directly behind Plat Eye finished 
a platoon of six horses so closely aligned that 
only the judges could say that Omaha, son of Gal- 
lant Fox, had taken fourth money. Omaha was 
another of the well played starters which had lost 
ground at the start. One of the platoon which 
Omaha headed was Shoeless Joe, a 200-to-1 ex- 
treme outsider which Conn Smythe had shipped 
from Toronto for the race. It was Shoeless Joe, 
a selling plater by Black Servant, which had con- 
tributed most to the 6'2-minute delay at the post, 
had been finally moved outside the stalls, and 
then, after running a surprisingly good race, 
crashed through a fence, unseated his rider and 
ran away up the Widener Course until he was re- 
captured by an assistant starter. 

Mr. Widener, builder of the course over which 
the Futurity was run, proudly led in his first win- 
ner of the great race, expressed his delight, ‘‘par- 
ticularly at the showing of Chance Shot, as his 


oldest get is 3 years old, and already his sons 
have won two of the biggest prizes in the coun- 
try.”” As John Hay Whitney presented the trophy 
to Mr. Widener, he explained with mock sol- 
emnity: “Under the rulings on gold, Mr. Widener, 
we are only permitted to present a gold-plated 
trophy, instead of one of solid gold. But I am 
sure you will be just as proud of it.” And Mr. 
Widener was, emphatically. 

After the race Don Meade said: “But for some 
crowding in the early part of the race, I feel sure 
that Balladier would have won. Soon after the 
start there was a sort of flying wedge by the 
horses outside coming in and the inside horses 
going out. I was caught in the middle and lost a 
lot of ground. If it had been an ordinary race, 
I think I would have pulled up, but you can’t do 
that in a race like the Futurity. So I set sail for 
the field, and I don’t believe a horse ever ran 
faster than he did for the last three [?] furlongs. 
It was just a natural jam and no one especially 
was to blame, so far as I could see. But I really 
believe that it cost Mr. Bradley the Futurity.” 

Wayne Wright, who rode Chance Sun, said of 
his mount: “The general opinion seems to be that 
he is strictly a mudder, but when they say that 
they overlook his good race with older horses the 
other day on a good track. He’ll beat the best of 
them over any kind of a track, unless I am badly 
fooled.”

CHANCE SUN, well up from the start, responded in 
the final furlong, shook off opposition and drew away. 
BALLADIER was away slowly, improved his position 
steadily and finished with a rush. PLAT EYE swerved 
over to the inside after the break and caused some 
crowding. He moved up gamely on the inside but hung 
at the finish, OMAHA was bothered in the early run- 
ning and finished fast when clear. GOOD GAMBLE, 
well up in the early running, faltered at the finish. 
ROSEMONT showed early speed but faltered at end. 
BOXTHORN finished well. NAUTCH bore over rapidly 
after the break. SHOELESS JOE broke from outside 
the stalls and raced well. He unseated rider after the 
finish and ran away half-mile. PSYCHIC BID was 
knocked down at the break and had no_ chance. 
Scratched—Mock Turtle 119, Finance 122, Sir Beverley 
117, Esposa 114, Special Agent 122. 

The mating which produced Chance Sun pre- 
sumably was the result of the exploits of Sun 
Beau, the world’s leading money-winner, owned 
by Willis Sharpe Kilmer. Sun Beau is by *Sun 
Briar out of a Fair Play mare. In the winter of 
1930-31 Mr. Kilmer arranged with Mr. Widener 
to breed two mares to Chance Shot on a shares 
arrangement. The two mares selected to be sent 
to the son of Fair Play were Sunaibi and Sunayr, 
both by *Sun Briar. They were sent to Elmendorf 
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Farm at Lexington and returned, after being 
mated with Chance Shot, to Mr. Kilmer’s Court 
Manor at New Market, Va. There the following 
spring Sunayr produced-a chestnut colt now 
known as Hows Chances, a winner and a promis- 
ing youngster; and Sunaibi on March 23 was de- 
livered of her firstborn, now come to fame as the 
Futurity winner Chance Sun. Both colts were 
sent to the Saratoga yearling sales last year, and 
sold to dissolve the partnership. The Sunayr colt 
was bought by Mrs. John Hay Whitney for 
$1,300, and Mr. Widener obtained the son of Sun- 
aibi for $2,200. 

Chance Sun did not go to the post in the Fu- 
turity without considerable backing, for his pre- 
vious record, while not that of a champion, in- 
dicated to many that he would be a formidable 
contender, especially in the mud. Trainer Pete 
Coyne had no high ambitions for him in his early 
racing, but concentrated his efforts on beating 
fields of maidens. Though he placed second four 
times in his first six starts, it was not until he 
had raced eight times that he scored a victory. 
His first start was at Belmont Park May 19, his 
first win at Saratoga August 7. After breaking 
cut of the maiden class he ran unplaced in two al- 
lowance events, won by Clean Out and Special 
Agent. Up to this time Wayne Wright had rid- 
den him in all his starts, but on August 25, 
through a shifting of jockeys which took Wright 
to Narragansett Park to ride Barn Swallow for 
Colonel Bradley, Don Meade was up on Chance 
Sun, an added starter, put in the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes after a change in track conditions 
had caused the withdrawal of Balladier. Chance 
Sun found himself that day, romped home over a 
heavy track, ahead of Rosemont, Nautch, Pitter 
Pat and others. His next start was at Belmont 
Park September 11, four days before the Futur- 
ity, in an all-age handicap at six furlongs, in 
which he carried 102 pounds and was beaten a 
length by the 5-year-old Deduce (116), which he 
was giving 11 pounds by the scale. The 3-year- 
old Chicstraw, which finished fourth, was carry- 
ing 118 pounds and receiving seven pounds, by 
the scale, from Chance Sun. The race was on a 
tast track and Eddie Litzenberger was piloting 
the Widener colt. 


Victory in the Futurity brought Chance Sun’s 
record to 13 starts, three wins, five seconds, 
$84,405 won. 


Chance Sun is one of the second crop of foals 
by Chance Shot, winner of the Belmont Stakes 
and other important fixtures for Mr. Widener. 
His Futurity victory, together with that of Peace 
Chance in the Belmont Stakes, places Chance 
Shot at the top of the sire list this year (see 
page 299). Peace Chance went lame after win- 
ning the Belmont and was returned to Elmendorf, 
where his trouble was discovered to be a verti- 
cally fractured kneecap. The colt is now at 
Colonel Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, where the 
bone appears to be knitting under the influence 
of diathermy treatments. Mr. Widener has an- 
nounced that Chance Sun will not race again this 
year. He is engaged in the Belmont Stakes and 
Lawrence Realization of next year. 

Sunaibi, dam of Chance Sun, raced only at two, 
starting five times without winning. She is own 
sister to Sun Mission, whose 21 victories included 
several minor stakes. *Missinaibi, winner of the 
Redcar Foal Stakes, etc., is also dam of the win- 
ners Dark Mission (Grey Stakes), Spear Rock 
and Mint Mission. She is sister to four winners, 
including Roysterer, stakes winner in England. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The third dam, Mistrella, won the Fitzwilliam 
Stakes and produced seven winners, including 
Beam (Oaks, etc.). Mistreila is also dam of 
Trimestral, dam of Trimdon (Ascot Gold Cup 
twice, etc.), Foxhunter (Ascot Gold Cup, Don- 
caster Cup, Queen’s Prize, etc.), Trilogy (second 
in One Thousand Guineas and dam of the stakes 
winners Dorigen and Scarlet Tiger), Morestel 
(stakes winner) and Tryst (dam of the stakes 
winner Young Lover). The seventh dam was 
Amondell, half-sister to the famous Illuminata. 


DEATH IN THE AFTERNOON: DARK SECRET 


If the ranks of the prominent 3-year-olds have 
been thinned by injuries this year, more dismal 
fates have awaited some of the best of the handi- 
cap performers. The unbeaten Chase Me snapped 
a leg in full stride during the running of the Met- 
ropolitan Handicap; Springsteel fell, breaking a 
shoulder, in the Speed Handicap at Rocking- 
ham Park; and on September 15, in the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup at Belmont Park, the Wheatley 
Stable’s Dark Secret, among the best distance 
performers of recent years, just outlasted Belair 
Stud Stable’s Faireno to the wire, broke his right 
fore leg in the next stride, was taken from the 
track and destroyed. 

Three days earlier the Flying Ebony horse had 
won the Manhattan Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 112 miles) for the second year 
in succession, going to post an odds-on choice in 
the field of five. The Saratoga Cup winner again 
showed his liking for longer distances by galloping 
home four lengths in front of the Maemere Stable’s 
Somebody (3-y-o, 108). The Manhattan was made 
a 114-mile race in 1933, and Dark Secret has won 
both renewals at that distance. Lady Reigh 
(3-y-o, 106), from the stable of Mrs. W. P. Stew- 
art, was third, seven lengths behind Somebody, 
with the entry of Mrs. John D. Hertz, Watch 
Him (122) and Red John (3-y-o, 100), in the last 
two places. Running of the race was almost en- 
tirely a duel between the two older horses, with 
Watch Him setting the pace for the first mile. 
Dark Secret, which had followed closest, then 
took the lead as the Fair Wind horse tired and 
fell back. Jockey Kurtsinger let his mount open 
up a six-length lead before the quarter-pole was 
reached, then finished easily. The time, over a 
fast track, was only two-fifths of a second slower 
than Man o’ War’s track record. Time, :24%, 
749, 1:1426, 1:3914, 2:0336, 2:2914. Stakes divi- 
sion, $4,230, $1,000, $500.

On September 15 Dark Secret was in quest of 
a more important double. The 1933 running of 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup was perhaps the great- 
est victory for the Flying Ebony horse, as he de- 
feated Gusto and Equipoise at level weights, and 
this year’s renewal ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 2 miles) found the Wheatley star again suc- 
cessful, literally in the last stride. Dark Secret 
went to the front at once, closely followed by 
Faireno, with the third starter, Brookmeade Sta- 
ble’s Inlander, always far out of it. All starters 
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carried 125 pounds. For the last mile, Faireno 
was lapped on the winner, and at the stretch call 
was only a neck behind, but Charley Kurtsinger’s 
drive kept Dark Secret a head in front to the end. 
“I felt him go,” Kurtsinger said after the race, 
“when he changed stride just inside the sixteenth 
pole.” The right foreleg, just above the ankle, 
broke completely at the finish. Time, :24, :481,, 
1:134%, 1:3945, 2:0535, 2:31, 3:2435, track mud- 
dy. Stakes division, $6,200, $1,000, $500. 

In the 57 starts of his four seasons, Dark Se- 
cret won 23 races, finished 12 times second, six 
times third. He earned $89,375. 
TRAINER FITZSIMMONS 

For six seasons horses saddled by ‘Sunny 
Jim” Fitzsimmons have been prominent in the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup. In 1929 he tightened the 
girths of the winner, Diavolo. In 1930 he sent out 
Gallant Fox, the winner, and Frisius, which fin- 
ished third. The next year Blenheim, trained by 
Fitzsimmons, was second to Twenty Grand, and 
in 1932 the same horse was runner-up to Gusto. 
The 1933 and 1934 renewals he won with Dark 
Secret. 


ILLINOIS 


PURSES CUT AT TWO TRACKS 
URSE reductions at both of the tracks now 
open in Illinois were announced for the week 
beginning with the racing of September 17. 
Lincoln Fields, which attempted to start with 
minimum purses of $600, graded upward with 
the quality of horses, was bluffed out of this es- 
sentially sensible position, offered an $800 mini- 
mum for $800- or $2,000-dollar horses alike. On 
September 17 officials announced that to stay 
within the limit of $162,400, advertised as total 
distribution for the meeting, reduction of mini- 
mum purses to $700 would be necessary. Though 
like other tracks the Lincoln Fields oval has 
suffered an attendance cut during the week 
ending September 15 through bad _ weather, 
reasonably satisfactory crowds have been present. 
Fairmount Park, operated by the Canadian 
promoter Joseph Cattarinich, was forced to close 
for two days after a near-cloudburst had washed 
away part of the backstretch, already in poor 
repair. Racing was held up on September 13 and 
14, but the track was opened again for racing 
on Saturday, September 15. Meanwhile, beginning 
with racing of September 17, a purse reduction 

from $400 to $300 was announced. 


FAIRMOUNT PARK TRACK DAMAGED 

Fairmount Park, which had already suffered 
financially this year, experienced further mis- 
fortune September 13 when one of the hardest 
rainstorms of the year washed away part of the 
backstretch near the half-mile post, and forced 
the cancellation of the seven races programmed 
for that day. Recommendation of Track Superin- 
tendent Placide Frigerio also caused the card for 
September 14 to be called off. Sanction for the 
postponement of the two days of racing was re- 
ceived from C. W. Hay, steward for the Iilinois 
Racing Commission. The track was again in 
shape for racing of September 15. 
OUTLAW’S WISSAHICKON CUP 

Benjamin L. Behr’s Outlaw, 7-year-old son of 
*Sir Gallahad III, won the Wissahickon Challenge 
Cup at Whitemarsh, Pa., Saturday, September 15, 
equalling the course record of 7:47%5 for three 
miles over timber. 
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MARYLAND 


HAVRE DE GRACE 


HE first of the series of Maryland race meet- 

ings opened September 15 at Havre de Grace, 
with a crowd of more than 10,000 out for the be- 
ginning of Maryland fall racing. After the 13 
days of the Havre de Grace meeting elapse, rac- 
ing in the Old Line State moves to Laurel Park 
for a 25-day session, and Pimlico and Bowie, each 
with 13 days, will conclude the year’s sport in 
Maryland, and in the East as well, since when 
Bowie closes on November 29 only Jefferson 
Park, Epsom Downs and Bay Meadows will be 
open. Featured on opening day was the $10,000 
added Potomac Handicap, which Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt's Discovery won almost in a breeze, 
though giving away pounds. A supporting event, 
the Belvedere Handicap, went to J. W. Y. Martin’s 
Dark Hope, which prevented Discovery’s owner 
from scoring a double when he outlasted Dog- 
mata to win by a half-length. 

Some doubt had existed concerning the ability 
of the Maryland tracks to attract sufficient 
horses, with competition from Aqueduct and 
Rockingham Park to meet. However, more than 
500 horses were on the grounds on opening day, 
and races were generally well filled. Few of the 
big stables are represented by divisions there, 
though E. R. Bradley, G. D. Widener and Brook- 
meade all shipped in to compete in the Potomac. 
The Vanderbilt Stable and those of Sylvester W. 
Labrot, Mrs. J. D. Hertz and Samuel D. Riddle 
are among the most prominent strings repre- 
sented. 

Some criticism had been made of the attempt 
to grade claiming purses according to the horses 
competing in them. This is called by horsemen 
reducing the purse minimum from $800 to $600, 
although whenever a $600 event is carded it is 
balanced by a $1,000 race, purse distribution, ex- 
clusive of Saturday, September 15, having been 
$5,600 daily. Actually, in the first three days of 
racing, only two $600 events were run, each bal- 
anced by a $1,000 event, so that the implication 
which one horseman made publicly, that the 
owner might be forced ‘“‘to operate at a loss in 
order to make the race tracks profitable for their 
owners,’ seems an erroneous one. This same ob- 
jection to a correlation between purse and quality 
of competition arose also at Lincoln Fields this 
year. In that case the horsemen won a “victory,” 
forced track officials to adopt a flat $800 purse for 
all claiming races, only to have this lowered to 
$700 when the meeting was half over. 


DISCOVERY’S POTOMAC HANDICAP 


Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Discovery (128), 
if not the best then certainly the soundest of the 
better-3-year-olds, made a show of five others of 
his age in the Potomac Handicap ($10,000 added, 
3-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles) at Havre de Grace 
September 15, and won, hard held, by four 
lengths. Mrs. D. Howe’s Only One (106) was 
away first, with G. D. Widener’s Chicstraw (116) 
close to the pace. Jockey Bejshak allowed the 
Display colt to settle easily into his stride, did not 
ask him to run until the field was leaving the 
backstretch. With one sudden burst of speed, 
continued for not more than three-sixteenths of a 
mile, Discovery had the field at his mercy and 
Bejshak took him again under wraps. Chicstraw 
held gamely to second place, a nose ahead of Only 
One, which led Brookmeade’s Good Goods by a 
length. New Deal (116), started from the out- 
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side because of fractiousness, was fifth, with 
Bazaar (119), evidently bothered by the going, 
completing the field. Time, :2435, :49, 1:134%, 
1:38%, 1:4515, track good. Stakes division, 
$7,875, $2,000, $1,000, $500.

Russell Oakes, of the Baltimore Evening Sun, 
made a trip to S. W. Labrot’s Holly Beach Farm 
at Annapolis, Md., last week, came back with the 
news that the good mare Tred Avon is to be re- 
turned to training and that, if she does well, she 
wili be a starter in the $100,000 Santa Anita Han- 
dicap to be run in California February 23. Tred 
Avon was bred to Chance Shot, sire of Peace 
Chance and Chance Sun, last spring, but failed 
to catch. Trainer William Irvine, when he learned 
that the mare was not in foal, began urging 
Owner Labrot to give her another chance at rac- 
ing, finally won Mr. Labrot’s consent. 

Mr. Oakes also looked over the 30 yearlings in 
training at Holly Beach, quoted Mr. Labrot: “I 
think this is the best lot of yearlings I’ve ever 
had.” 


MICHIGAN 


DETROIT FAIR GROUNDS 


HE third week of the autumn meeting of the 
Detroit Racing Association ended Saturday, 
September 15, with some 14,000 racing patrons 
assembled to see the running of the Monroe Han- 
dicap, which went to the Le Mar Stock Farm’s 
Moonson, a mild surprise at slightly more than 5 
to 1. A supporting feature, the Sallan Cup Handi- 
cap, was won by Young Brothers’ Fiji, a 3-year- 
old which had not previously at Detroit run to 
her early season’s form. After winning the Latonia 
Derby and Latonia Oaks, the Bostonian filly had 
proved a disappointment in seven starts at De- 
troit, her one victory coming through a disquali- 
fication. In the Sallan Cup, however, under the 
good ride of Sterling Young, she went gradually 
to the front, assumed the lead at the stretch, and 
at the end of the mile and an eighth journey led 
Pari-Mutuel by a length and a half. The race 
was for a purse of $1,200. The feature of mid- 
week racing was the Park News Stand Purse, 
which went to Ted Clark, a half-brother to Clyde 
Van Dusen, winner of the 1929 Kentucky Derby. 
Principal feature for the week ending Septem- 
ber 22 is the Pontiac Handicap, a $2,500 added 
event for 3-year-olds and up at a mile and one- 
sixteenth. 


MOONSON WINS MONROE HANDICAP 

The first crop of 2-year-olds from Misstep was 
made up of five living foals, of which two were 
winners to September 15. Both of these, Moon- 
son (112) and Miss Premier (108), were entered 
in the first running of the Monroe Handicap 


($2,500 added, 2-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Detroit September 15, coupled as the Leo J. 
Marks entry. The pair went out together to set 
the pace, but after a half-mile the filly had 
enough and fell back. Moonson, ridden by K. 
Horvath, kept going to the finish and won easily, 
with a two-length margin over Miss H. M. Mc- 
Gonigle’s Carmanchita (106). A head back of 
the *Sickle gelding was C. S. Bancroft’s Dokas 
(113), with South Bend (109), Bandalore (114), 
Slipup (112), Dancing Spirit (113), Ramrod 
(120), Miss Premier and Stay (107) trailing in 
order.

CONEY ISLAND 


HE second week of racing at Coney Island 

suffered somewhat from unfavorable weather, 
but attendance held to a fairly good level and 
races continued to fill well, despite the bad going 
of September 11, 12 and 13. Monday and Friday 
were Ladies’ Days, and both were successful in 
bringing out good-sized crowds. Racing through- 
out the week which ended September 15 had little 
distinction, but several good contests were en- 
joyed, with the public successful in their choices 
in a large proportion of cases. A $600 purse 
minimum, with featured events for purses of $700 
and $800 was the order, except on September 12, 
when the miserable track conditions caused the 
feature to be declared off.

The secondary feature, a six-furlong 
dash for the better sort of platers, was won by 
the Spring Valley Stable’s Grand Rock. 
HATHY’S MARIEMONT HANDICAP 

The Mariemont Handicap ($2,000 added, 
2-year-olds, six furlongs) at Coney Island Sep- 
tember 15 drew 18 2-year-olds to the post, with 
nine of the entries grouped in the mutuel field. 
Since these included some of the better horses, 
such as First Entry (112) and Vote Boy (109), 
as well as many uncertain performers, the field 
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was made slight favorite over Aldrich and 
Winans’ Hastinip (107) and Cattell Stable’s en- 
try of Elwawa (115) and Manners Man (108). 
The latter made the early pace, then quit, yield- 
ing to his stablemate. Elwawa was unable to 
hold the advantage, however, and the finish found 
Hathy (113) leading Hastinip by a head, with 
First Entry a head farther back, a neck in front 
of Elwawa. Hathy and First Entry were in the 
mutuel field. The winner carried the colors of 
Samuel M. Look, young manager of the famous 
Castleton Stud at Lexington. Others were Sarah- 
mond (108), Vote Boy, Upside Down (116), Bea- 
ver Dam (107), Nell Barton (116), Wise Bessa 
(119), Manners Man (108), Merry Go Round 
(103), Newell (107), Joda (110), Nasslyn (100), 
Laird (115), Marmosa (105) and Mae Skilling

THOROUGHBRED CLUB’S ANNUAL DINNER 


NNOUNCEMENT was made last Saturday, 

September 15, by Frank B. Jones, head of 
the committee arranging the Thoroughbred Club’s 
third annual dinner, that Desha Breckinridge, edi- 
tor of The Lexington Herald, will be the guest of 
honor at that dinner, to be held at, the Phoenix 
Hotel, Lexington, on the evening of Wednesday, 
November 7. 

“In this way,” said Mr. Jones, “our club will 
try to express its appreciation and pay its re- 
spects to the gentleman who, by his stirring fight, 
saved the sport of horsé racing in Kentucky, and 
perhaps in the entire United States.” 

Mr. Breckinridge took a leading part in the 
formulation and passage of the law which nearly 
30 years ago placed the sport under the control 
of a Kentucky State Racing Commission and 
which later served as a model for the control of 
racing in other states. The intervening decades 
have found him always championing the better 
interests of the sport, and more than once he has 
successfully defended it when its existence was 
threatened in Kentucky. 

The dinner will be held in the week of E. J. 
Tranter’s sales at the Lexington Sales Paddock, 
and Mr. Tranter has agreed to schedule no auc- 
tion for that evening. The number of plates is to 
be limited to 350, at $5 each, and since there will 
be a large attendance from out of town, the com- 


mittee suggests to those who expect to attend 
that they make their reservations early. The pro- 
gram is now being planned. 

Mr. Jones, as head of the committee arranging 
the dinner, has appointed the following sub-com- 
mittees: Reception, Mayor Charles R. Thompson, 
former Senator Johnson N. Camden, Samuel L. 
Look; arrangements, Thomas Carr Piatt, Samuel 
M. Look, Arthur B. Hancock, Jr.; publicity, 
Thomas B. Cromwell, Neville Dunn, George 
(Brownie) Leach. J. A. Estes, of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, will act as secretary. 


LEXINGTON? 

Horsemen and the public generally have been 
interested in knowing what arrangements would 
be made regarding this year’s running of the 
Breeders’ Futurity, rich stakes event which in 
recent years has been taken over from the Ken- 
tucky Association by the Latonia Jockey Club. 
The Kentucky Association, which operates the 
Lexington track, is controlled by the American 
Turf Association, also owner of the Lincoln Fields 
track. On September 17 a dispatch from Lincoln 
Fields, reported indefinitely that plans were be- 
ing arranged for a short fall meeting at Lexing- 
ton. This meeting, which might be only for one 
day, would provide for the twenty-fifth running 
of the Futurity. Lexington officials and stock- 
holders of the Kentucky Association have not yet 
been notified of the proposed meeting, and con- 
firmation is generally lacking. The same dis- 
patch intimated that Col. E. R. Bradley, J. H. 
Whitney, C. V. Whitney, Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane, C. T. Fisher, C. B. Shaffer and other out- 
standing owners may be interested in assisting 
the Kentucky Association in reopening. 


CHURCHILL DOWNS DATES CHANGED 


Col. M. J. Winn, executive director of Church- 
ill Downs, announced September 3 that dates for 
the Louisville meeting had been changed. Orig- 
inally scheduled to open October 12 and run eight 
days, closing October 20, the new schedule pro- 
vides for a seven-day meeting, beginning October 
20, ending October 27. The Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, for which nearly all of the season’s 
prominent 2-year-olds are eligible, will be re- 
newed on October 27. 


HORSE AND HOUND SHOW 


Several classes open to Thoroughbred hunters 
and polo ponies are included in the program for 
the horse and hound show which the Iroquois 
Hunt and Polo Club, Lexington, has announced 
for October 6, at the horse show grounds, “one 
mile east of Hazelwood Store.’”’ Col. Thomas J. 
Johnson and Col. Stanley Koch are in charge of 
the horse show program, and Brig. Gen. Henry C. 
Whitehead (retired), of Winchester, Ky., will 
judge the hunter and polo classes. 


TWO MORE 3-YEAR-OLDS OUT 


The ranks of the top 3-year-olds were still 
further thinned September 11, when Trainer Max 
Hirsch announced the retirement for the year of 
Morton L. Schwartz's Observant. The colt popped 
an osselet after the running of the Lawrence 
Realization, in which he was beaten by Carry 
Over. On the same day Clyde Van Dusen, trainer 


for Charles Fisher’s Dixiana Farm, decided to 
retire Mata Hari, and shipped the Peter Hastings 
filly to Kentucky, along with several others of the 
Dixiana string. 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE 
ROCKINGHAM PARK 

DVERSE weather on feature days has failed 

to injure Rockingham Park severely, judg- 
ing from figures on attendance and mutuel turn- 
over. About 8,000 daily attendance is given in 
Manager Lou Smith’s figures, with a mutuel turn- 
over which averaged $313,000 for the first 12 days 
of the meeting, or some $15,000 more than the 
daily average during the summer meeting. Wed- 
nesdays are still half-holidays in nearby Law- 
rence, though in Boston the short week concluded 
about the first of September. 

Shortening days have caused post time of the 

first race to be advanced from 2:30 to 2:15, in 
order to allow the race-goers to get away before 


dusk. This step was particularly necessary on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays, when eight races 
were run. 


The third week of the fall meeting finds two 
features awaiting decision. The first, the Belknap 
Handicap, which is to be run September 19, is 
expected to attract the best of the 2-year-olds at 
the Salem ovai. The feature for Saturday, Sep- 
tember 22, for 3-year-olds and up, is the $5,000 
Green Mountain Handicap. 


CLARIFY SURPRISES IN HANDICAP 

The first running of the Suffolk Handicap 
($2,500 added, all ages, 512 furlongs) at Rocking- 
ham Park September 12 brought out 10 of the 
best sprinters at the New England track. Pa- 
trons of the Salem oval, who had allowed G. D. 
Widener’s Sation (132) to go to post at 9 to 1 
in the Labor Day Handicap and score a smashing 
victory, backed the Galetian gelding heavily for 
the Suffolk, only to see W. C. Stroube’s Clarify 
(10714) wear down the heavily-weighted favorite 
in the last sixteenth and pull away to a length 
lead at the finish. Charley Landolt allowed the 
Chatterton colt to settle easily into his stride, and 
had but one horse beaten at the end of a quarter. 
When urged, Clarify moved up with a rush, came 
to the outside and won going away. Sation saved 
second position by a neck from Mrs. A. A. 
Baroni’s Bamboula (99), which was a _half- 
length in front of H. P. Headley’s Fraidy Cat 
(92), the only 2-year-old to accept. The winner, 
at 24 to 1, turned in the fastest time of the meet- 
ing for the distance, running the 5% furlongs 
under his light impost in 1:05%4. Though the race 
was run in a slow drizzle, the track was classified 


as fast. The others were My Dandy (105), Poly- 
cletus (3-y-o, 95), Time Supply (3-y-o, 115), 
Black Hand (3-y-0, 10112), Kawagoe (3-y-o, 
105) and Clotho (102). Time, :23%, :46%, 
1:05%4, track fast. Stakes division, $2,120, $500,

WACOCHE’S FIRST STAKES VICTORY 

With the Potomac Handicap at Havre de 
Grace attracting six of the best 3-year-olds left 
in training, the Revere Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles), feature at Rocking- 
ham Park September 15, drew only a fair field, of 
which the class seemed to be the Realization win- 
ner, Carry Over (113) and the C. V. Whitney 
entry of High Glee (108) and Roustabout (113). 
Running of the race found a surprise winner in 
Corsicana Stable’s Wacoche (107), a recent un- 
successful contender in the better class of claim- 
ing events. High Glee, evidently cast in the role 
of pacemaker, was rushed at once to the front, 
with the High Cloud gelding in closest pursuit. 
As the field turned into the stretch it became ap- 
parent that Roustabout, always a slow starter, 
would be unable to come up fast enough, and 
Jockey Haines put High Glee to a hard drive to 
hold off the rush of Wacoche, which Charley Lan- 
dolt had brought to the outside. A spirited duel 
in the last eighth ended with the Corsicana Sta- 
ble gelding a nose in front, while Roustabout, 
running over horses in the last three-sixteenths, 
took third position, a length and a half behind 
High Glee, a similar distance in front of H. P.

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CANADA NEARS END OF SEASON 

ALL racing in the neighborhood of Toronto 

will reach its highest level during the stakes- 
studded seven-day meeting which opens Septem- 
ber 22 at Woodbine Park. Eleven stakes events 
are scheduled for the seven days of racing, 
though many are reduced in value this year. 
Thorncliffe Park concluded its seven-day meeting 
September 15, with a program featuring the 
$1,500 added Clarendon Plate, won by the un- 
beaten Listaro. After the closing of Woodbine 
Park, two seven-day meetings, at Long Branch 
and Dufferin Park, remain in the racing calendar 
of Eastern Canada. 


UNBEATEN LISTARO 

Through deep mud at Thorncliffe Park Septem- 
ber 12 R. S. McLaughlin’s unbeaten Listaro (118) 
raced to his third and most important victory in 
the Clarendon Plate ($1,500 added, 2-year-olds 
foaled in Canada, seven furlongs). Coupled with 
Epicurus (106) to form the McLaughlin entry, 
the winner was at 2 to 5. First away, Jockey 
Mann took Listaro under restraint, allowed Epi- 
curus to set the pace, and kept his mount an easy 
second. The challenge of Lipton (115) at the 
half-mile point brought the R. H. New racer into 
second place momentarily, but he was unable to 
hold his position. Epicurus began to. shorten 
stride in the stretch and Mann moved the winner 
up, drew out to a four length lead and finished in 
hand. E. F. Seagram’s Gay Sympathy (108) 
came from far back to take second place by two 
and a half lengths from the tiring Epicurus, 
which held a neck’s advantage over Lipton for 
third place. The others were Diamond Digger 
(109), Galthea (112), Sally Fuller (108) and 
Bandman (115). Time, :24%, :493, 1:16%, 
1:31%;5, track muddy.

FLORIDA MAY CHANGE CLAIMING RULE 

Walter P. Donovan, secretary to the Florida 
Racing Commission, who has been studying re- 
cent changes in claiming rules in New York, will 
recommend adoption of the closed claiming rule 
to the Florida Commission. “It is my opinion,” 
he stated, “that in all fairness to owners a closed 
claiming rule should be adopted in Florida and I 
shall recommend it to our commission at its 
next meeting.” 
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DALLAS PURSES PROTESTED 


HE Thoroughbred Horse Owners and Train- 

ers Association announced at Lincoln Fields 
September 13 that a formal protest had been filed 
with the management of the Fair Grounds track at 
Dallas, Texas, against the purse schedule for the 
meeting which ovens October 6. According to the 
first condition book, minimum purses for the Texas 
track were set at $500, and the protest pointed out 
that since the meeting at Dallas last spring was 
successful, the purse schedule with an $800 
minimum should be maintained. Since bidding 
for horses at the winter tracks is more com- 
petitive than usual this year, with Florida, 
Louisiana and California also planning meetings, 
the Horse Association represented that if Texas 
is to secure representative stables, the purse 
schedule must be adjusted.

The Railway Express Agency, through Traffic

of charge to the shippers. This applies to all 
tracks except a few where the railroad has no 
unloading facilities near the tracks.

FOREIGN 


WINDSOR LAD’S ST. LEGER 

HEN announcement was made that Lord 

Glanely’s Colombo had been stricken out of 
the St. Leger Stakes because of an injury to his 
knee, it was taken for granted that Windsor Lad 
would go to the post an odds-on favorite for the 
last of the season’s classic races in England. 
Much support had developed for the Manna colt 
since he was beaten in the Derby by Windsor Lad 
and Easton, but when he stepped out of the pic- 
ture there was nothing else regarded even as a 
threat to the son of Blandford and Resplendent, 
by *By George II. He went to the post in the 
St. Leger Wednesday, September 12, favorite at 
4 to 9. The result justified the short odds. 

Down the back side and around the wide turn 
of the pear-shaped Doncaster course Jockey 
Charles Smirke kept the favorite close behind the 
pace of Sir Abe Bailey’s Tiberius. As they came 
down the long homestretch Smirke flicked his 
whip, sent him to the front. Through the last 
three furlongs Windsor Lad kept his lead, finished 
under a hand-ride, going away, two lengths ahead 
of Tiberius, which had a similar margin over the 
third horse, John A. Dewar’s Lo Zingaro. Seven 
others ran, among them Joseph E. Widener’s 
Autumn. 

The mile, six furlongs and 132 yards of the St. 
Leger course was covered in 3:01%5, equaling the 
St. Leger record set in 1926 by Coronach. The 
usual enormous crowd, unguessable in numbers 
but estimated as high as a quarter of a million, 
was at the famous old course for the race. 

M. H. Benson, who paid the Maharaja of Raj- 
pipla £50,000 ($250,000) for the colt after his 
Derby victory, announced that Windsor Lad 
would be retired to the stud at the end of the cur- 
rent season. He is the twenty-eighth winner of 
the Derby-St. Leger double. 


ALCAZAR’S DONCASTER CUP 

So great a reputation has William Woodward's 
3-year-old Alcazar made in England this season 
that when he went to the post in the Doncaster 
Cup, 2% miles, last Friday, September 14, only 
two of the eligible horses opposed him. One of 
these was Sir Charles Hyde’s Duplicate, a 3- 
year-old which took up the gage despite the fact 
that the conditions of the race obliged him to 
carry 120 pounds, level with Alcazar. The other 
starter was Sir Frederick Eley’s Solar Boy, a 
4-year-old under 128 pounds. Alcazar, a 3-to-10 
favorite won, but his margin was only a neck 
over Duplicate. Solar Boy was two lengths 
farther back. 


FRENCH ST. LEGER 

An American-owned horse, Joseph E. Wide- 
ner’s Astronomer, ridden by the crack jockey 
Semblat, came within a nose of winning the Prix 
Royal Oak, corresponding to England’s St. Leger 
Stakes, at Longchamp last Sunday, September 16. 
He made a gallant charge in the stretch, but just 
failed to catch Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s 
Brantome, whose indisposition early in the season 
prevented him from starting in other important 
races. 

The winner, top 2-year-old in France last year, 
is a bay colt by Blandford, the leading sire in 
England this season, out of Vitamine, by Claris- 
simus, second dam Viridifiore, by Sans Souci II. 
Astronomer, already a good winner for Mr. Wide- 
ner this year, is by Asterus (by *Teddy) out of 
Roseola, by Swynford. 


FOUL CLAIMED 


HEN we were putting together the chart 
of the imaginary Hypothetical Stakes and 
National Argument Stakes, published in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE last week, we started off with 
Sarazen as a 3-year-old, unaccountably changed 
him to a 4-year-old and left him at that age in 
both charts, after having given the correct age 
in the preliminary figures. In the Hypothetical 
Stakes the error made no difference, but in the 
National Argument Stakes, in which the time 
made by each horse was adjusted on a weight- 
for-age basis, Sarazen was made to pick up an 
unjust six-pound penalty. That left him sixth 
at the finish, behind Twenty Grand, Man o’ War, 
Equipoise, *Hourless and Sir Barton. Up jumped 
Clem McCarthy, broadcaster, columnist, racing 
commentator par excellence, and claimed a foul. 
Telegraphed Clem: 
REFER LAST ISSUE PAGE TWO EIGHTY EIGHT 
FIRST CHART HOW COME YOU MAKE SARAZEN 
FOUR YEARS OLD STOP HE WAS THREE AS YOU 
POINT OUT ELSEWHERE IN ARTICLE IS MY OLD 
RELIABLE STATISTICIAN GOING BACK STOP IN 
FOLLOWING PARAGRAPHS YOU REPEAT INCOR- 
RECT AGE OF SARAZEN STOP REFER ARGUMENT 
CHART HOW COME YOU GET SARAZEN _ SIX

The race which Sarazen is represented as run- 
ning in the chart just given is exactly the race 
he ran in his actual victory over *Epinard in the 
third International Special at Latonia October 11, 
1924. He carried 120 pounds in that race, scale 
weight for 3-year-olds in October. He finished 
the mile and a quarter in 2:004;, which is gen- 
erally accepted as the fastest time for that dis- 
tance ever made in America. Twenty Grand and 
Man o’ War are placed above him in the National 
Argument Stakes because Twenty Grand gets an 
allowance of 18 pounds on a weight-for age basis, 
and Man o’ War an advantage of 12 pounds by 
a similar adjustment. 

As for the bush riding Clem mentions, nothing 
can be done about it. Different horses turned on 
their best speed at different points in their races. 
If they had been running in the same race there 
is little likelihood that the early intervals would 
have been as large or as shifting. But the point 
at which all were aiming was the finish, and at 
that point the revised chart looks reasonable 
enough, considering the fact that none of the 
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horses near the top was ridden out to the limit 
at the finish. The natural conclusion is that Man 
o’ War could have won easily if he had not been 
eased up all through the stretch, but the chart 
sticks to mathematics. 

If you are satisfied, Clem, we will take off the 
blinkers before we run another race.

GEORGE TAPPEN SUSPENDED 


HE Rhode Island Horse Racing Commission 

issued a 60-day suspension September 11 
against George C. Tappen, trainer of Mrs. C. V. 
Flannery’s Cardamon, which won the first race 
at Narragansett Park August 24 and was later 
discovered to have been stimulated with strych- 
nine. The suspension, like that of J. D. Mikel, 
whose Khamseen was found to have been stimu- 
lated on the same day, was made on the basis of 
saliva tests made by Prof. Franklin N. Strick- 
land, chemist, and Dr. Edward J. Cole, veterina- 
rian, both of whom were criticized last week by 
Chairman George W. Rooks, of the State Com- 
mission. Rooks, according to press dispatches, 
sought to re-open the Mikel case, but was pre- 
vented by Commission rules, which force an auto- 
matic suspension for at least 60 days. Before the 
Commission’s ruling in both cases, suspensions by 
Narragansett Park stewards were issued, but 
only after the horses of both trainers were no 
longer needed to fill Narragansett Park races. 


SEEK TO IMPROVE SALIVA TEST 

An attempt to introduce some uniformity both 
in the methods of taking saliva tests and in 
punishment for violations of the narcotic law was 
made at a meeting held at Washington recently. 
The gathering, which included chemists and 
veterinarians connected with racing, had as its 
goal the discussion and possible adoption of a 
uniform method of taking and analyzing saliva. 
C. E. Morgan, well known chemist, presented 
ideas and methods brought from France, and Dr. 
J. G. Catlett, supervisor of the saliva tests for 
the New York State Racing Commission, ex- 
plained the methods he has developed through 
actual experience. Veterinarians and chemists 
believe that a uniform method should be adopted 
by all racing bodies, and racing officials hope 
also to work out a system of uniform punishment 
for violation of the rules of racing regarding the 
stimulation of horses. 


SUSPENSION AT BEULAH PARK 

Stewards of Beulah Park on September 13 
issued a 30-day suspension against M. Olive, 
owner and trainer of Make Believe, which fin- 
ished third in the sixth race there on September 
8. A saliva test taken after the race showed 
evidence of strychnine, according to the report 
of the Ohio State Racing Commission. The 
suspension also included all other horses now 
owned or trained by Olive. 


NEW RACING STABLES FORMED 

C. P. Chappelle, well known as a trotting horse 
driver, has followed New England racing crowds 
in transferring his interest to the runners. He 
recently purchased Open Spaces and Grande 
Porte, and expects to enlarge his stable further. 

Anthony Pelleteri and Charles Peck came to 
Lexington from Chicago and spent last Sunday. 
They have formed a racing partnership with 
Charles Longsburg and have purchased from Lon 
Jones, National Stock Farm, Louisville, the 
2-year-olds Cross Ruff, Gyana and Precious Bet- 
ty, which are to carry the Pelleteri colors. 


BURNING BLAZE, favored for the Kentucky 
Derby of 1932 until injured a week before that 
event, is again in training and may be under 
colors at Lincoln Fields before the meeting ends.

horses to have been instrumental in improving 
the breed (here again, however, I must make the 
qualification that I am no encyclopaedia), a fact 
which suggests again that the improvement was 
owing principally to the later group of mares. 
* 

In the course of this article I have frequently 
referred to “good horses” and “bad horses,”’ with- 
out at any time attempting to define those terms. 
I meant them in the indefinite general sense of 
the average horseman when he uses them in his 
everyday conversation. As a matter of fact, it is 
extremely difficult to define such terms with re- 
spect to Thoroughbreds. If we were dealing with 
Jersey cows, for instance, we could assign a defi- 
nite range of meaning to the terms good and bad, 
for the standards of judging a dairy cow are cer- 
tain, measurable and not subject to much differ- 
ence of opinion. There can be a definite, mathe- 
matical comparison made between one generation 
and the next. In the case of the Thoroughbred 
mare this is not possible. The breeding records 
of mares do not show a high correlation with 
their racing records. In fact, there is a wide- 
spread, but erroneous, opinion that poor race 
mares are just as likely to produce high-class 
horses as good race mares are. 

Nevertheless, I think there is a great deal of 
merit in the suggestion, made in a letter received 
many months ago from R. P. Combs, Jr., of Kan- 
sas City, that an attempt be made to apply the 
progeny test methods of appraising dairy cattle 
to the problem of appraising Thoroughbred breed- 
ing stock. The difficulties of applying such meth- 
ods would be many, and perhaps insurmountable. 

But at any rate, when a fair progeny test has 
been made for a certain stallion, breeders would 
do themselves a favor if they would accept the 
facts at their face value rather than make ex- 
cuses which run squarely against the facts. 


ANSWERS 


ARISTIDES AND TEN BROECK 

PRAGOFF, Louisville, Ky., asks: “Was 
there a match race at Lexington in 1875, 

between Ten Broeck and Aristides?” 

No. Aristides and Ten Broeck, both 2-year-olds 
in 1874, contended in several races at two, three 
and four, but never in a match race. The race 
the gentleman is thinking of, perhaps, was that 
at Lexington in 1876 in which Aristides con- 
quered Ten Broeck after a fierce struggle, in 
3:4512, a new record of that day for 2 miles. 

Mr. Pragoff says he saw Aristides win the first 
Kentucky Derby, in 1875, and was present when 
Ten Broeck beat Mollie McCarthy in their match 
race at Churchill Downs July 4, 1878. 


INTEREST IN JAPAN 

Isamu Ishikawa, Yokohama, Japan, asks: “I 
would like to know the system of breeding farm 
management and training stable management in 
your country. Is it preferred that the horse 
spend the out of racing season at the farm or 
in a stable near the race track, supposing the 
idle period is a month or two? How is Daily 
Racing Form made out? It is wonderful, but 
must need special expert to watch and decide 
how the race is going. We have none of the kind 
in this country. THE BLOOD-HORSE has been my 
good friend, and when you declared to continue, 
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I felt just as well as if about to regain a sincere 
friend almost lost. I wish your journal will come 
weekly forever.” 

We recommend that Mr. Ishikawa read Major 
John F. Wall’s book, Practical Light Horse 
Breeding, published by the American Remount 
Association, Washington, D. C. It will give him 
vastly more information than could possibly be 
put into type here. Methods of farm and train- 
ing stable management in this country vary, 
particularly as to the latter. Methods of breed- 
ing, feeding, handling and training differ some- 
what, depending usually upon the locality. The 
same is true about the idle periods for horses. 
Some trainers prefer to send their horses to a 
farm for short rests. Others keep them in stables 
at the tracks. Daily Racing Form’s charts re- 
quire for their making at the track at least two 
men, sometimes three or more. The two princi- 
pals in the making are the “caller” and _ his 
“clerk.” The “caller,” standing in the press 
stand, located in a favorable position in the 
grandstand, watches through field glasses the 
running of the race. All the while he is describ- 
ing to his “clerk’’ the positions of the horses and 
the relative distances between them as they run 
the race. The “clerk” rapidly puts on paper what 
the caller says, using sometimes shorthand, but 
generally figures and symbols. When the race 
is finished the ‘caller’ and his “clerk” write out 
the chart and the notes and give them to the 
telegrapher, who sends them to the printing 
offices in various parts of the country. 

We thank Mr. Ishikawa for his appreciative 
expressions concerning THE BLOOD-HORSE and we 
hope he may have his wish to receive it weekly 
forever.
